 Creating a Checklist:  Kim will see if AHPC can get a checklist from the 
Lincoln Historic Preservation Commission.   
  
 Discussion on Workshops/Structural Engineer:   Everyone was in 
agreement to have a structural engineer come down and look at some of the 
buildings.   It was also discussed to hold another Lunch & Learn and invite local 
contractors also some fun informational meet and greets for the property 
owners in the Historic District.
